He 
used ±t so grossly wrong he can't be depended upon even professionally. If 
you want to pass any of this on to P, please filter. It would be good to 
know if S's idea of who might be behind it comes from Sirhan or another book. 
If from Sirhan, then I think it would be good to try and learn what he knows. 
Presumeably Kaiser can learn it, but his knowledge is not yet broad enough, 
if more detailed than any other on the case... I doubt the involvement of 
wither LBJ or Hof fa. Had Hof fa been in a position to, which I doubt, there 
were, by then, others higher on his list. I think it is inconsistent to say 
that Sirhan wqs both bought off and controlled. 
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
